An Important Case Called In the
Btate Bupreme Court.

THE SALINE ELECTION MATTER,

The ease of the stute ex rel John Sin-
gleton vs John N. VanDuyn., county
clerk of Saline county, was called he-
fi_‘nrl- the supreme court this morni ng on
a demurrer fled 1"\' General Webster, of
Lincoln. The nn action  for
mandamus W compel the county clerk
to call an election of three members of
the house of representatives from Saline
county under the apportionment of
1881, instoad of two members under the
act of I887. With the great chinnge 1n
relntive waight of the different countios
of the state between the consus of 1850
and that of 1885, only thiryttour repre-
sentative districts by the nct of 1857 pe-
tained the representation held ander
the act of 1855 ‘This fact shows the
far-reaching character of the question
involved as affecting the public interest
and the ovganization of the logislntive
depnrtment of the state,

Mr. Webster submitied his brief and
8 thorough abstroet of the eourse of the
bill, apd submitted his argamont upon
the following distinot propositions:

1. 1= parcole evidence admissiblis to
show the [act not appenring in the sen-
ate journnl of the action of the confer-
ence committec? This isnot to travep<a
any fact recorded, but to supplement an
incomplete record,

2, If thas is not permissihle, then
does the fallure of the evidepee of con-
curring action of the two houses in re-
gpect to the Ninth district invalidate
the whole act, or merely that portion of
the act? In other words, is the appor-
tionment an entirety, or mny so much
as wius correctly considered stand?

Iamnot awire thuat this court hns
ever spoken docidedly on the first ques-
tion. In the well considercd case of
the Swate va Meleliand, Fighteenth
Nebraska, this court hns said the va-
lidity of an act caunot be sustained un-
less tho jouraals show aflirmatively that
a majority of all the members voted by
peas and nays entered into the journal,

n favor of its passage. [But this role
geems 0 be based upon the constitu-
tionnl reguirement, The court
cites  with  approval  Garvdoer wvs
Collection, 6 Wall, 496, and quotes
that the juages who are called upon to
decide, upon the existence of n statute,
have a right to resort to any source of
informution which in it8 nature of eon-
veving to the judicial mind a clear and
satisfuctory answer o such question, al-
wanys secliing first for that which in 1ts
noature is mwost appropriate, unless the
positive law has enactedadifferent rule,
And at page 240 the courts say, in speak-
ing of the absolute verity according to
the journals of the parlinment st com-
mon law: It must be borne 1o mind that
the parliament of England before its
gepnrution into two bodies was n high
court of judicature., In this country,
however, legislutive bodies do not pos-
258 f'uuicial powers.  The records,
herclore, are not those of a court, but
are nevertheless primary evidguee to
show the action of ench house on any
matter  belore it. This murl‘:
was all that was necessary to
say in the euse; but the present
caso involves au further question—
are the journals on matters not required
by the absolute rule of the constitution
to be recorded, anything more than

rimary evidence, An examination of

he legislative journal of the session,
March 81, 1557, when the action in
question was taken, ought to be an an-
swer to this question. One hundred
and sixty-four printed pages form the
iourm\l of that day's proceedings: the
egisiature adjourned and the journal
was never read or approved. To hold
this to import absolute verity is accord-
ing too much to the ability of the re-
eording officer, who has this amount of
record to make during the session of a
gingle day, and whose work is never
submitted to the review and approval
of the chamber, whose transactions of
such length are to be recorded in a sin-
gle day,

Tne other question is the apportion-
ment act cntire. 1f one district be
omitted must the whole fall, is one of
some difficulty and upon which, in the
limited time allowed, counsel have
found no authority. The sct as pnssed,
dropping district nine as invalid,
omits Sarpy county. The constitution,
section 2 article 8, requires apportion-
ment of the senntors and represeutn-
tives according Lo the number of inhabi-
tants, at the first regular session after
each loderal and state census, and at no
other time. To hold the present ap-
portionment bad, will, under the letter
of the constitution, preciude auy appor-
tionment till after the federal census of
1890, So unjust o result ought if possi-
ble to be avoided,

It 15 to be observed that but ninety-
nine members have been apportioned
excluding the Ninth district) and by

he act the house is made 1o consist of
1M members. There is one unappor-
tioned chair. By the census Sarpy
eounty would be entitled to one repre-
sentalive. On the meeting the house,
which is the sole judgeof the eligibility
of its members, would no doubl recog-
nize Sarpy as entitled o fill this char.
This is not entirely satisfnctory, but
still woula be less objectionable than to
exclude the rapidly growing population
of the whole western part of the state
from avy fair representation.

In so Tar as Lhe new uct repeals the
apportionment of Sarpy (having also
one member under the former law)
without giving thnt county representa-
tion, it will be held unconstitutional.
The result would be the same as if the
entire present statute were withheld.
T'he house would consist of 110 members,
and Surpy would be represented.

It is o well-settlod rule of this court
that an entire act will not be declared
unconstitutional, and though some part
of it may be 20, if that part which is bad
is not s0 necessarily connected with the
remninder of the act that all must fall
together. The assignment of members
to each separato district is an entire
subjoct of iwsell, and directly coneerns
no other. Nodoabt by an amendatory act
the legislature might meution only such
eounties or districts as by relative in-
erease or decrease of population had
changed in their relstive power or
night of representation. Thirty-four of
the counties, including Sarpy, have
hold thelir relative positions in muln-
tion the past five years from the lederal
to the state coensus. By the pew act
they have the same rpepresentation ns
proviously. No change in their repre-
sentation was mnile or necessary, and
no moeution of those thirty-four coun-
ties need have been made in the house
apportionment. The saoe is true of
four of the thirty-three senatorial dis-
tricts, Had the new bill made no men-
tion of them but proceeded o riion
or amend the apportionment of the re-

down thoe present act, even if the dis-
trict in question were not erected under
the presont law.

To the following propositions of law
Genersl Webster cited numerous au-
thorities:

An act may be good in part though
other provisions may be unconstitu-
tional.

A statute should not be held void un-
less clearly so.  Every intendment is in
favor of the upholding of the statute.

The statute will not be declared un-
constitutionnl merely because it is im-

perfect.

The apportionment act is not an en-
tirety, of which ench part
is dependent on the other, hut each
suh-t’}iviston is distinct and may stand
by itself,

Silence of the journal on matters not
required by the constitution to be shown
in the journal, does n® overcome the
presumption arising from proper uu-
thentieation.  An aet for such irregu-
larity will not be held invalid.

In reply to General Webster's argu-
ment and brief Judge Abbott said that
he regarded the position of the re-
spondent more than ordivavily fair,
*The brief,” snid the speaker,*'is a fair
index of the situstion, But the question
is purely constitutionul in the issues
raised. The constitution requires that
any bill on its passnge shall receive
two-thirds of the votes of both branches
of the legislature. The journals show
conclusively that such is not the case in
the question mow pending befors this
court. Two distinet bills passed the
legislature relative 1o the question io
hand, one passing the house providing
for 33 members of the scunte and v
members of the house and 66 represent-
ative distriets and one in the senate
providing for 33 members of the senate,
100 members of the house und 67 repre-
sentative distriets. It may be possible
to add to,” continued the spesker, **but
it is impossible under the constitution
to take from. Sarpy counly ig left out
in the cold. As the law stands now the
county is left without representation.
The constitution declares aguinst this,
Recognizing the fact that the supreme
court is the court of remedy, the matier

If small matters,” said the judge, “are
permitted live, the precedont for future
considerations will be bad, There can
be no safe place for kindred matters to
end, The court should stand squarely
upon the constitution and the law, and
let the results take care of themselves.
